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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 

Claims 10-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6. 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. Claim 9 recites the limitation "the balloon rupture pressure" in 

line 1 of the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5,7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chee 
et al. (EP 778037). Fig. 4 shows a balloon catheter having an elongated shaft 202 with 
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a lumen therein. It can also be seen there is a balloon 114 on the catheter. Chee et al. 
disclose that the balloon is made from an elastomeric material, such as a polycarbonate 
polyurethane copolymer or trade-name Carbothane, col. 10, lines 23-29. The 
examiner asserts that the claimed physical properties (in this case, balloon compliance 
about 0.012 to about 0.016 mm/atm and a tensile elongation of about 250%, a flex 
modulus about 300,000 psi and a rupture pressure greater than 18 atm) are present in 
the prior art material to some extent even though they are not explicitly recited. 
Therefore, the examiner hereby burdens the applicant to show that these properties are 
not present in the prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chee et 

al EP '037 in view of Miyata et al. (5439443). Chee js explained supra. However, Chee 

does not disclose how the material for the balloon is formed. Miyata et al. teach that 

polycarbonates are synthesized using the chain extender 1,4 butanediol, col. 8, lines 

41 , 42, 68. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the chain 

extender 1 ,4 butanediol for producing polymer blends as taught by Miyata for making a 
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copolymer balloon of polycarbonate polyurethane of Chee et al. to provide a non- 
compliant balloon. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Szycher et al. (61 17535) teach that biomedical devices can be 
made of polycarbonate polyurethane block copolymers.
